London. — An extraordinary alleged 
"cure" for rheumatism is being talked 
of here. The cult of nutmeg carrying 
as a sort of charm against the disease 
has increased rapidly of late. 

"For a good many years," writes a 
clubman to the Daily Mirror, "a few 
people have been carrying nutmegs as 
a kind of protection against rheuma- 
tism, and now many others are follow- 1 
ing their example. Consequently there 
has been an increased demand for 
nutmegs, although the price of them 
has not gone up so far. Those who 
have adopted the cult declare that, 
however severely they suffered from 
rheumatism before, all traces of the 
trouble ceased as soon as they began 
to wear the 'charm,' and that they nev- 
er have any recurrence of the com- 
plaint so long as they continue to car- 
ry a nutmeg on their person. Some 
have the nut attached to the watch 
chain by a gold clasp and keep it con- 
stantly in the watch pocket; others in 
neat leather receptacles, which are be- 
ing made for this express purpose by 
up-to-date Bond street shops. 

"Women — and there are many who 
have caught the nutmeg-wearing craze 
— often have the aromatic charm fixed 
in a gold or platinum claw and sus- 
pended by a light chain from the waist 
or garter." 

A. Church of England dignitary who 
has worn a nutmeg for many years, 
said that the belief in the efficiency of 
the nut to cure and prevent rheuma- 
tism was no mere superstition.

"As a matter of fact," he said, "a 
leading member of our firm carries a 
nutmeg about with him and swears by 
it as a 'warder-off' of rheumatism.'* 

Xo New Englander needs to be re- 
minded that the nutmeg as a rheuma- 
tism prophylactic has been venerated 
tor centuries in the pastern United 
States.

postures which Professor Schmidt 
made the creatures assume. They re- 
mained in these abnormal positions, 
without movement of any kind, for 
from one to four and a half hours; 
and when their catalepsy passed, they 
showed no signs of muscular fatigue. 
It should be added that these stick- 
insects feed at nighjt, on the foliage 
of the plants which they frequent. As 
Professor Schmidt points out. their 
cataleptic state may be regarded as 
an accommodation to a highly de- 
veloped protective resemblance. The 
Phasmids can only be awakened arti- 
ficially by prolonged excitation of the 
nervous system; for example, by con- 
tinuous pinching with forceps, or by 
electric shocks from an induction 
coil.

The bewitching little gown which I 
have used for my first illustration is 
a charming example of what Paquin 

shows for the young girl. Chiffon 
figured with a widely spread Cubist 

rose design is the basic material over 
white chiffon. The waist is short 
without any girdle or sash, but fin- 
ished with a narrow girdle of the chif- 
fon, as though the upper part of the 
skirt was gathered to form it. The ki- 
mono waist is most charmingly and 
girlishly trimmed with bands of 
gathered white chiffon edged with 
frills of net on the shoulder, while 
the front of the waist is of chiffon 
chirred several times and held in 
place by a narrow black velvet ribbon 
and a frill of net at each shirring. 
The charming little hat so suited to 
the young girl is of soft blue horse- 
hair braid, trimmed with pink roses. 

A straight piece of charmeuse was 
well arranged^ one side of the mod- 
els. The straight of the thread was 
placed at the front over the bust. It 
was slit up and the ends tied behind 
in a rather decorative sash, while the 
pointed edges of the slit of the waist 
were finished to simulate the points 
of a waistcoat. 

The materials used for three stun- 
ning tailored suits were surprisingly 
simple. One was developed in black 
and w hite shepherd's plaid, the second 
in sage-green serge, and the third in 
dark blue mohair, with a wide stripe 
composed of small stripes of alter- 
nating red and yellow and green. 

The skirts of these suits were plain 
with inserted pleats at each side be- 
low the knee, the plaid or eacn skin 
was cut on the bias, and the inserted 
pleats had a rinpling. uneven effect at 
the skirt's bottom. The striped mo- 
hair had the side pleats treated differ- 
ently; between each wide stripe the 
center of the dark stripe was slashed 
for an inserted pleat and bound nar- 
rowly with red. These pleats were of 
uneven length; that is, the center 
pleat extended higher than the pleat, 
front and back, by at least four or live 
inches. 

The coats showed the influence of 
the empire and directoire collars mod- 
ified by Japanese tendencies. The 
sleevi 3 were usually set in loose, so 
they gave the impression of kimono 
sleeves. The fronts were short, cell- 
ing to a point over the bust, where 
they were fastened by three closely 
spaced bone buttons. The backs, cut 
in one piece, had two fairly deep 
pleats extending from the shoulder 
to the waist, where the collar would 
have joined the shoulder seam, if 
there had been one. At the waist 
either several buttons or the band ex- 
tended from the front held these 
pleats firmly in place: while below 
this, which did not extended from the 
back at all, the double box-pleats fell 
freely to the knees in an extremely 
graceful manner.

A Charming Young G'rl's Frock of 
Figured Chiffon in Cubist Colors 
On a White Ground. 

The interest aroused by M. Poiret 
was further accentuated and focused 
on Madame Poiret, who wore gowns 
with grace and charm, typical of M. 
Poiret's creative genius. In almost 
I every instance, his gowns showed a 
I loose waisted effect that gave ample 
play to every muscle of the body. 
! The wonderful fabrics and combina- 
tions of colors proved the originality 
for which Poiret alone is master. His 
| gowns are often impractical, but full 
I of inspiration, and have done much to- 
; ward the awakening of originality and 
' creative quality in the great French 
, houses. 

i Following the example of these two 
: great leader , of fashions, the House 
of Paquin has now brought to this 
country an exhibit of gowns on mani- 
kins for which one must pay admis- 
sion. 

As each coutourier has a strong ten- 
dency toward some individual style, 
j in the Pauuin gowns certain tenden- 
j cies are strongly marked, noticeably 
. the lack of the bustle effect and the 
long straight lines of the back. 

The collars of the coats and blouses 
fall well away from the neck and 
stand out with a continuation of the 
, rolled effect of the Japanese collar oft- 
en carried out in more than one collar, 
: such as a striped silk collar over a 
; large plain-colored collar, with an in- 
side flaring collar oif sheer white or 
gandy. 

The line of the bottom skirt is 
rarely straight among these Paquin 
models. Often it is scalloped, at 
times uneven, and usually with the 
! fullness inserted on either side from 
| the knee down or with rounded slits, 
from which an underflounce of an- 
' other material is visible. 

The majority of the thin gowns 
i show a white foundation stamped at 
| intervals with a Cubist design, and 
the edges bound with a bias fold, not 
more than half an inch deep, matching 
in color the tones of the design. 

The waists of these sheer gowns 
show the same tendency to be high in 
front and low in the back as shown in 
the majority of the Paquin models. 
Usually they are treated behind in 
some fancy maimer, either a bow with 
tassled ends and wide loops, or some 
soft draping that gives a not too pro- 
nounced sash effect. The front often 
has two or three materials placed one 
on top of the other and each partly 
showing. A seer lace or net gives the 
effect of an inner joke touching the 
skin, and another layer or lace of 
chiffon separates the material of the 
gown from this inner fabric.-
